from the Provost: Marshal of the same district 
that the draft therein will be commenced on 
Wednesday of this week, at 10 o’clock in the 
morning. 

The second document we referred to is a 
proclamation from Gen. Drx, the Commander 
of this Department, to the citizens of New- 
4 ro, concerning the forthcoming draft. Gen. 
Drx makes some most admirable, moderate 
and discreet, yet firm and soldier-like sugges- 
tions for the consideration of our people as 
friends of the Union and of the good order of 
society. He shows the absolute necessity of 
the draft, as well as its justice. He argues 
its constitutionality, and cites the authority 
of some of the greatest of American names 
in favor of a draft. He sets forth that it isa 
law of the land, and resistance to it is revolt 
against the constituted authorities of the coun- 
try. He shows thelightness with which it bears 
upon the community, and contrasts -it with 
the all-devouring conscription law of the re- 
bels. He obviates any objection to the accu- 
racy of the enrollment in this city by stating 
that the President has ordered it to be revised, 
that the quota now to be raised has been re- 
duced in the districts whose quota is found 
fault with, and that all accounts will be fairly 
adjusted. He denounces those who array 
themselves by word or deed against the law, 
and telis these who may combine to reénact 
the scenes of cruelty and devastation by which 
the City has recently been dishonored, that 
they will “ be treated as enemies of the coun- 
try andof mankind.” Gen. Dix modestly and 
briefly refers to his own, services in the field 
in the cause of the Union during the last two 
years, praises the patriotism which New-York 
has exhibited in all emergencies, and exhorts 
the people to sustain her orderly character 
and good name. He closes with the following 
warning, which it may be well to here repro- 
duce : 

“Should these suggestions be disregarded by any 
among you, end renewed attempts be made to dis- 
turd the public peace,to break down the barriers 
which the law has set up for the security of property 
and life, and te defeat the execution of a law which 
itis my duty to enforce, I warn all such persons that 
ample preparation has been made to vindicate the 
authority of the Government, and that the first ex- 
hibitions of disorder or yiolence will be met by the 
most prompt and vigorous measures for their re- 
pression.” 

The last of the three official documents 
to which we alluded, is the reply.of the Pro- 
vost-Marshal-General to the statements of 
Gov. Szrmovur, and to the report of the Adju- 
tant-General of this State, which we published 
last week. It was evidently the object of the 
Governor and his subordinate to bewilder the 
President and the country by challenging 
them to a tilt in the midst of an endless laby- 
rinth of figures. So far as it related to 
people generally, Messrs. Serwour and Warsn- 
sury had greatly the advantage in sucha 
case. Some of the most essential documents 
and dates were inaccessible te all but the 
authorities; and an adroit and. dishonest 
echemer could so arrange the aes and 
the tables as to suit precisely his own 
ends, and make the Worse appear the 
better reason; while it was quite: im- 


possible, even »for~ those’ who were 
firmly convinced that there was error and fal- 
sity in Warxreurry’s report and Sxrmoun's 
letters, to show where the error lay. “But the 
Provost-Marshal-General deals with the 
subject very effectively and conclusively ; 
and furnishes @ remarkable instance of 
“how plain a -tale shall put a_ trickster 
down.” He takes up. the very district 
—the Fourth district—about ‘which most 
complaint was made by Szruovz and Warsz-. 


| suny—the district in which accusations of 


fraud in the enrollment and drafting were 
loudest and seemingly best sustained by 
statistics ; and he shows that in that district 
there was not only the greatest precaution 
taken to secure fairness and justice, but 
that there was such remarkable success 


| in attaining these ends, that the en- 


roliment made under the draft agreed

be eminently successful and substantially cor- 
rect.

hours.” We chance to remember that, on the 
occasion of the last attack, we were positively 
assured that Admiral Duront would make a 
brick pile.of Sumter in “an hour and « half,” 
which:turned out to be just about the time it 
took to drive our whole iron fleet’ chop-fallen 
out of the harbor. 

There is no reason to argue @ like upshot 
in the present instance. The présent plan of

little short of Quixotish. The execution will, 
we make no doubt, be conducted with all pos- 
sible skill and vigor. * And if, as is hoped, the 
means are adequate to the end proposed, it is 
fair to look forward to a successful issue. — 

If, therefore, the repeated prophecy of the 
reduction of Sumter in a couple of hours be 
intended to mean no more than this—that ia 
an enterprise in which all the elements are 
perfectly well known, and Which admits of 
being treated almost as a mathematical prob- 
lem, the preponderance of power is so greatly 
on our side that the reduction of the fort is 
simply a question of time—jt may be two 
hours, or twenty-four hours, or two weeks 
—we see no objection to expressing our gen- 
eral sense of confidence in this way. _Butto 
take such an expression as literally true, 
as many will, is to lull the public mind with 
an unwarranted security which would ill pre- 
pare it for any possible check, repulse or dis- 
aster, and which even puts it in an attitude 
unfit to appreciate the magnitude of the task 
which our gallant army - navy around 
Sumter has to do. 

The reduction of Charleston, as we have 
already several times stated in these columne, 
we consider precisely the most difficult indi- 
vidual piece of military business that the 
whole theatre of war now presents. From a 
careful study of the whole subject, we have 
given detailed expositions of the series of 
operations it involves, and the following ex- 
tract which we make from the Charleston cor- 
respondence of a late Southern paper, is little 
more than what we have ourselves already 
sald, and does not, we think, in the least over- 
state the difficulties of the case: 

“ The evident intention of the enemy is to secure 
batteries Wagner and Gregg, at Cumming’s Point, 
from whence they think they will be able to erect 
strong works to batter down Sumter. Succeeding in 
silencing Sumter, they would then attempt to enter 
the harbor with their iron-clad fleet and Monitors to 
play upon the city. But they have a long and tedi- 
ous job before them. If they should succeed in gain- 
ing our batteries on Morris Isiand, it will be very 
doubtful, from the number of guns we can bring to 
bear upon them, if they could hold their position, 
Besides, admitting that they should succeed, and 
even be able to batter down Sumter, they would then 
be just as far off from their object as ever, and the 
struggle would then just commence,as Fort Moul- 
trie, Battery Bee, on Sullivan’s Island, and other 
works could still command the harbor. They would 
then have to commence the Dombardment of Moul- 
trie, and make thelr approaches from Long Isianqa, 
which is a quarter of a mile E. N. E. of Sullivan’s 
Island, and separated from it by Breach Inlet.” 

But if wenarrow down ‘our views to the 
simple question of the reduction of Fort 
Sumter, there is still a task which will de- 
mand the very highest skill and valor, and 
which, after all, we can only Aope will be 
successfully executed. 

With the looseness characteristic of popular 
parlance regarding military matters, it has 
become common to speak of the operations 
against Fort Sumter and even against Charies- 
ton as & siege—an expression which, as its 
etymology imports, can properly apply only to 
an operation in which the assailant sits down 
around a place, investing it and cutting off 
the besieged from all communication from 
without. In-this sense Vicksburgh was 
properly a “siege.” But we have no 


guch advantage in the operations against. 


Sumter. “The rebels still have their water 
communications uninterruptedly open, and 
Charleston is free to be reinforced to any 
available amount.. Their steamers run up 
and down the harbor every day, carrying 
troops, supplies and ammunition, and bring- 
ing or rémoving ordnance, etc.; and the 
trouble is that. there is no possible means of 
gaining this line of communication short of 
gaining Sumter itself. It is easy to see what 
immense advantages this affords them, both 
for the defence of Sumter and the adjacent 


positions. 

It remains, then, to consider the means for 
the reduction of the fort. Itis no secret now 
to any one, that in the attack Gen. Gnimonz 
proposes directing his batteries against Sum- 
ter itself, having given up the attempt to take 
‘Fort Wagner by storm. His siege guns are

If we look into-the history of siege opera- | 
tions, we find,that the issue of the defence is 
frequently the result of elements outside of 
those of a purely military order—in fact, of a 


moral nature. Cannot, the illustrious War- | 


Minister to Narozzon, wrote a work entitled 
“ De la Defence des Places Fortes,” in which 
he aimed to show that the strength of for- 
tresses has been hitherto overlooked, and 
that they ere in reality capable of far greater 
resistance than had been conceived previously 
to his time. It was written at the request of 
Naro.szon with the view to stimulate garri- 
sons to maintain their defence to the utmost. 
The moral of his imposing array of argument 
and illustration, is to show that a determined 
garrison can make a defence brilliant and 
protracted beyond what was thought possible, 
and the numerous sieges of the Peninsular 
War a few years later furnish striking corrob- 
oration of the truth of Caznor’s position. ’ 

We make no doubt that the rebels will be 
prompted by every consideration and senti- 
ment that influence men, to make the defence 
of Charleston as brilliant, desperate, protract- 
ed and bloody as it is possible to make it. It 
is true the chances matheniatically sre 
against the besieged, and with a combined 
land and naval attack, conducted with the 
skill and pluck and determination which our 
military and naval chiefs will bring to their 
work, we have just hopes of success, But 
the blague of doing up the business in “a 
couple of hours” is not only puerile but dan- 
gerous. It is given to valor and a righteous 
cause to deserve success; but no man has & 
right to anticipate it with boastful and self- 
sufficient expressions overpassing the “‘ mod- 
esty of nature.”

The Copperhead Governors and the 
. National Army. 

In the Democratic State Convention of 
Maine, held in Portland last week for the 
nomination of State officers, the qnestion was 
asked whether Hon. Bros Brapsvry, the cand!- 
date for Governor, “ would, as he would have 
a right to do, withdraw the troops now in the 
field?” To this Gen. S. J. Anpznsow, his 
special friend, ed: “ When Gov. Szruoun 
withdraws New-York troops, then I 
pledge you that Biox Buapsvry will withdraw 
the Maine troops?” 

Well, now we should like to know when 
Gov. Szruoun proposes to withdraw the 
New-York troops. We think it due from his 
Excellency to give our gallant boys some little 
notice. He has hitherto been so very kind— 
vetoing the bill which would have put them to 
the trouble of voting—keeping back the con- 
scripts who would have stood in their sun- 
shine—that it would be a pity werehe now 
to put them on the double-quick for New-York 
some dog-day morning, without giving 
them a chance to think of it a little in 
advance.
